Railway Ousts , Road 

Deputy Attorney. General MeLoan, 
bad some complaints In. cliargd oh bc- 
bulC of the chief commissioner of 
lands and works: In .regard to a dcn- 
gerous piece of road on the Nicolai 
Kamloops ' & Slmllkamecn Coal & 
Itailway company, a part o£ tlio C.P.R 
system.. Mr. McLean staled tliat near 
Canford the railway bad taken tho 
highway wlilch had been cstablislied 
since 1874- for Us track.- At tills i)olnt 
there was .but little room and tho road 
hadVbe'oiv^shljvSa ..aside to'^ihe bank of 
the Nicola rlv;or.%,v •: .-, > • v.. 

In response; ,toia;:QuestJlon:C.from the 
chairman, Mr.'-MoIjfeah';:sald'?tliat tho 
railroad had takehVposadBsloii'.of the 
highway without permission and the 
result was that for some 1,200 foot 
there was only 17 feet bclween- the rail 
and tho banlt oLtlie river, with a. drop 
of ten feet Into thp water. In scinio 
places there was only ■ twelve feet, 
wliloli made the road dangcroua ubpe- 
clally for horses. Tills was a hor.so 
country and the children were wont 
to go to school on horseback., The 
chief engineer, of -the works ^opart- 
mont had recomm'ended ' that "a road 
be built at a , cost of some $600 to 
avoid this' place, ■ by establlsliiiig an 
alternative route. 

R,_ Ct.' Gamble, soni of the chief engi- 
neer' of' 'works, a'nd^hlmself ajx.jpngineer, 
paid .tliat"he had\o'};p.miried':(tt\efkr6iiind 
last" f ilL The ' ?al.terhativo t road was 
quite feasible 'aild: would 1jo> about 
1,100 feet loiig'.' ,.~ Jt would^' have to 
switch back-U'ii^'Soino, 3B0 feet- arid then 
there would'.fto no further expense. It 
would cost from $600 to $800. He had 
been there in June and since that" 
visit tho high water had taken away 
several feet of tho road, and he thought 
that eventually It would practically 
all go. He thought a board, fence 
would be Inadcciuate protection es- 
pecially in view of. tho fact' thkt thd 
bank was being eroded. 

Air. Cainble, divisional engineer for 
the' C.P.R., thought the alternative 
road quite unnecessary .ind that It 
would not be used. - Also it would 
cost more than stated. He thought the 
fence was sufficient. Ho bolicvod tli.it 
there was only white famll.v Unit used 
the road, .iltliough . be admitted In 
cross examination, that there- was a 
considerable settlement of Indians'. He 
admitted that- tbe place was ' dangerous

Mr. Mabeo sald*thev'p.08itlon \vo,a''iyery; 
simple, as the. road -had 'forjyears-ljeen 
a public hlgriway^ tlieWonco; remaining' 
in the crown. ;Th'cre;,,;w^s; a well es-V 
tebllshcd probeSuTofrl:;./6y' , obtaining^ 
leave to use a-.higTt>vay -ivhldh -had not 
boon adopted. ;.'^Thg^,^^u wajrVs^eihed to: 
have taken that road IbecoHise "itr'was 
most convenient : and .without consult-;: 
Ing tho convenlence of the public. The- 
decision of the cbmHiittB.o;;.Nva3Jtliat thi^i 
railway should .-take'. suc]i--'-jBtops to^ 
make the place ^s'uWas tlio,,p)ilof en-- 
gineor to the chief ' cominrssloner of 
lands and works sliould require, with 
permission to appeal' to tho commis- 
sion in case tho condltlon.s wore found 
to be too onerous. The dcelslon pre- 
sumed that the reriuircments of the 
chief engineer would be ronKonaljlo. ■ 

In the. matter of stroet crossln.ij.s of 
the Hasting.s townslta Mr: .McN'elil 
slated' on behalf of tliu Grout Nurtli- 
orn railway that cerluiri oros^sinRH and; 
overhead bridges, had been put In, and 
the rest would be oonstrueted as soon' 
as . the streets v/oro opened up. An- 
order was .made accordingly. . . 
Crossinrj at Nanaimo. 

Mr. McLean on behalf of the cliiot 
commissioner also had a complaint to 
make regarding a crossing at Nanaimo 
whicli ho said was caused clilofly by 
the WeliliiKlon Colliery Co. Inlrudiiig 
on llie liiKliway there. He wanted an 
overhead cro.salng there. The I':. & N. 
also were intruders and he .said that 
at that time the colliery company and 
the railway company wore' practically 
under one ownership. Mr. Mabeo want- 
ed to know why Ihe colliery company 
had not been indicted, to wlilcli Mr. 
McLean replied that such a course 
might yet bo necessary. The colliery 
company was not represented altliouKli 
served with notice, and Mr, Maurice 
Hills had been observed in court not 
long before. With this crossing the 
railroad tracks would not be crossed 
between Ladysmlth and Nanaimo. 

Mr. Iiwlng being examined, stated 
that this main wagoii. road had been 
In oxlstehce for a' good many yfears, 
and not only before ; he . came to -the 
proviijce but also long before tho E. 
&,.N.. -was constructed. This road was 
tr.a^fer80d by both the E. & N. Hallway 
and tho Wellington, Coal -Xcbmparilcs" 
tramway. These crossingsj.w,ore;;.tljree 
iii number, two concernin'g"tKe' coal 
companies tramway, alone; and -{the 
third Involving a double crp^slng, Ithe 
wagon road was crossed both by tho 
coal company's" tramway and tho E. 
& K., and whdt made matter.s inuth 
worse, within 100 feet of eiieli other 
and at a sharp corner which un(|ues'- 
tjionably made this point a very dan- 
gerous place indeed. 'Wlille further, 
and this was one of the strongest ob- 
jectlons to tho Colliery Coinpany'.-s 
tramway crossing, this wagon road lay 
In the fact that tho people who used 
the road never knew when these trains 
might bo e.vpected as no regular time- 
table existed. 

; In the case of tho E. & N. Railway, 
however, the case was different as the 
time when the trains might be ex- 
pected was definitely known. 

The remedy suBgested for tills state 
of affairs was the con.structlon of a 
new wagon road for a short distance 
on tho east .side of tho rallwaj- for tlie 
conveyance of nolgliboring farmers 
tracks, and an overhead bridge cross- 
ing to replace tlie double er(^,^sIng 
mentioned which would very effeclu- 
ally abolish level crossings liiroiiBliout 
the 18 miles sepnrntln.g L,Hily,siiilth 
from Nanaimo. Thhs overhead cross- 
ing would bo about 500 feet In length 
and cost about 50,000. 

Mr. Drury, tho commission's enpin- 
o'cr, who had o.vninined this loctillty 
was however of tlie opinion that tills 
overhead crnssing and bridge .was not 
absolutely retiuired, but nevertliolesH, 
held that it would ho Infinitely better 
to do away with the level .erosslng.s 
altogefber at this point .-uul particular- 
ly so owing to the fact that inncli traf- 
fic which was moreover constantly 
Increasing passed over this piece of 
wagon road. Tho Wellington c'olllery 
Company was unrepresented, but the 
Deputy Attorney-General oxiilalned 
that due notlcie of this application had 
been served upon the company's oill- 
cial representatives. . ;

Tho Decision 

Chairman Mabee in giving the deci- 
sion of the commission upon tho mat- 
ter in dispute, said It appeared from 
tho evidimco that the Wellington Col- 
liery Company, which was a company 
incorporated under tin; Joint Stock 
Co. Act of this province, had con- 
structed a line of railway over which 
freight trains which were; drawn by 
Hteain engines ran crossing this high- 
way and making connection with the 
E. & N, Railway, which was under the 
imiiiodiate jiirlKdiclion of the Parlia- 
ment of Canada. 

Under section Til of tho Railway 
Act it was jirovlded tliat railway com- 
panies shall not cross adjoining or in- 
deed any railway lines until leave had 
been obtained from the board. 

lie did not know whether or not 
leave had ever been obtained to join 
the tracks or to cross tho tracks oC 
the IG. it N. railway, but nevertheless, 
in reference to llie points of junction 
this board certainly possessiid full 
jurisdiction as was clearly defined In 
tho statute, although as regarded the 
Iiarticular point whether . they held 
jurisdiction at this point over this Col- 
liery company or not, they proposed 
to leave to that company to bo ascer- 
tained by appeal if. they desired fur- 
ther to test their qxe'rciso of this right. 
It further appeared from tho evidence 
that , there was much cause for danger

■ The meeting between the govern- 
ment and a delegation representing 
the Vancouver Island Development 
Iieague, which took place yesterday at 
^ho Parliament Building, was an occa- 
sion of more than usual Interest. Our 
report of what occurred tells the story 
'so fully;. that repetltlqnvhere^ls^^^ 
less, and we speak of the matter only 
to comment upon the slgnlllcance of 
l^he action on the part o£ the repre- 
sentatives of the League and the 
readiness shown by tlie Ooyernment to- 
meet the request preferred. ' Certainly 
It Is an excellent thing to find the 
I>eople of the I.'jland so thor.ouBhly 
aroused as to the necessity of action. 
^ThiS'great Island has been content to 
remain quiescent for a long time, 
While efforts were made successfully 
.by other parts of the province to have 
undertaken those public Avorks, wlilcli 
' are needed for their development. If 
was dlfflcult to arouse any very great 
(Icgroe of public Interest, and possibly 
the reason was that the psychological 
moment for action had not como. 
TlJerc seems .tp ;be._ a very general 
conviction that it has now arrived, 
arid It is Ijighly satlsfactorj' to flnil 
gentlemen, representing all lines of 
business and all sections of the Is- 
land, united in an eftort to promote 
the common welfare. The announce- 
ment made by Col. Prior, as to what 
the business- men of Victoria have al- ■ 
ready done in the way of providing 
^u7lcis for' '''the 'wori{ of the Lea-gue, 
gratifying though it was, is .only In 
keeping with what is being done 
elsewhere on the Island. There has 
•been, a; thorough - awakening, apd wo 
■Anticipate ■ results of the most ad van - 
■ tagedu.^ character. 

The attitude of the Government, a

The controversy between the city 
and the Esquimau Water Works Com- 
pany, as to their exact respective 
rights In the watersheds surrounding 
the city, appears to have reached an 
acute stage, and the city authorities 
have been making an effoi-t to have 
the position of the city more clearly 
denned by statute. It will be remem- 
bered that by the Victoria Water 
Works Act of 1873 the city was given 
paramount rights over all the water 
In an area extending for twenty, miles 
round the city. Under that act the 
corporation acquired and developed 
Elk Lake. ■ 

In 1892 the Esqulmalt Water Works 
Company had their charter extended 
so as to permit them to develop the 
Goldstream watershed, but In that act 
this right was given expressly subject 
to the rights of the city of Victoria. In 
the same,, session an^ amendment , to 
the Victoria Water Works' act wjis 
passed which again, contained a re- 
allirmtion of ' the city's rights. The 
Esquimau company contends that 
tlicse reservations merely mean" that 
llie city retained the right to acquire 
the waters of Goldstream in the event 
of the company not doing so; but that 
once the company went to work imder 
Its charter the city's rlghts'i^lapsed. 

The city Is now, for the second time, 
frying to get Its paramount rights 
throughout the whole of tho ' 20-mlle 
area reaffirmed .bj't,*he legislature,, but 
iias b.eon|8iic[ce|sfttnyi"c^^ the 
Esqulmalt^ Wafe?-' ::_W^prks' Company 
before the Private BfUs committee 
Mr. Luxton offered 'to withdraw op 
position If his company's holdings' 
were excepted txvjtn the new clause, 
This Mr. Taylbr;-' on behalf of the 
city, refused, although he stated that 
the city had no Intention of going to 
Goldstream. '■ 'The committee appears 
not to have .understood this apparent- 
ly contradictory attitude, and cut the 
reaffirmation of the city's rights out 
of the act despite the strenuous op- 
position of Mr. Thomson, the mem 
ber for Victoria. Hence a public 
meeting has been called. 

As ail explanation of his attitude 
Mr. Taylor said, that while he was 
convinced of the strength of the city's 
legal position, yet the insertion of the 
clause asked for would make any fu 
ture harassing litigation out of the 
question. This remark appears to be 
the key to the situation. It is claimed 
that If the city's rights are declared 
paramount, Victoria can expropriate 
the Goldstream watershed or any of 
the holdings of the company In the or 
dlnary way, but on the other hand if 
those rights are not iiaramount, the 
city can only exproijrlate, if at all 
under the provi-^ions of the Water 
Clauses Act. Under this act there 
>vould be a greatly increased bonus 
■payable,- and the city would lie obliged 
as well to take over and pay for the 
Thetis Lake plant, whether it 'was 
wanted or not. 

Although the city decided to go to 
Sooko, as far as a plebiscite could do 
cide it, aiipurontly the city's legal ad- 
visor sccnis to have concluded thf^t 
cities change botii their p.dmlnlsf ra- 
tions and their opinions, and also that 
the Sooko scliemo may prove 'mprac- 
licable at present, whether for llnan- 
clal or other reasons. In this event 
Goldstream would become an Imme- 
diate necessity and, without the clause 
asked for, the city would bo confront- 
ed witli the alternative of paying the 
Esciulmalt Water ■Vyprlts,;: Company a 
i)onuH under the Water Clauses Act, or 
iof lighting a suit which would cer- 
tainly go to the Privy Council, and 
might last for two or three - years, In 
order to determine the method or ar- 
bitration. This, seems to.be the posi- 
tion of the city council, and we state 
it so as to cast some light in advance 
upon the purpose of Monday night's 
meeting. 

It win be remembered that the city 
had a similar proposal before the 
House last session, but when tlie 
Municipal Committee reported adverse- 
ly upon it. the Bl!l'J\yas.^^■ withdrawn, 
and the representatives '/'pi;;;, the city 
therefore hud no opportunlty^.to.. ap- 
peal to the House against tlie decision 
of the committee. An attempt has 
boon made to misroprosent tho action 
pf Mr. Thomson, who had tho BUI In 
charge, but the.-. . city authorities by 
their action rendered them absolutely 
powerless.

THE SUFFRAGETTES 

The demand by a certain section of 
the women of England to bo -given the 
franchise is one of the most extraor- 
dinary incidents of the present - day. 
It seems to have sprung up like a 
mu.'jhroom, and on reading tlie ac- 
counts of It one is reminded of other 
Instances, wlien a considerable part of 
certtijn communities have been seized 
wltlr a species of frcmzy. It recalls 
the famous tulip craze. It does not 
seem to ' have occurred to the belliger- 
ent ladles, who fight with the police, 
chain themselves Vto seats In public 
places, wayfdiy.^pujDlIo ihen^ and gener- 
ally make themselves bbrioxlous, that 
they are going to work In tho surest 
manner possible to defeat their own 
objects. They are donionstratlng their 
own unfitness -for the very thing they 
ask. There have been a good manv 
reforms brought about In tiu! years 
tliat have jiassed, but none of them 
have been tho result of such frantic 
prpceeaings as .the. suff^ 
In. If It is alleged on" their behalf 
that they can discover no otlior way 
we rejily that if such Is llie case they 
are unfit to have any influoncu in de- 
termining the policy of the nation. 
The suffragettes are proceeding upon 
the assumption that the only things 
that stands between them and tho so- 
called privilege claimed by thorn are 
the ministers of tlie Crown and a fow 
other members of Parliament. They 
seem to. think that the nation is anx- 
ious to give them what they ask for, 
and that they have only to cry out 
loud enough and make nuisances ot 
themselves sufficiently to induce a 
weak-knee^^ Vrlxvie .Minister to concede 
thelr'idehiands, ■ to 'iikvo' them ratified 
by-'the'-'iieppie'-of ''t 

There was a ilme, arid It was not very 
long ago, when Mr.' Asqul'th seemed 
not indisposed to look favorably upon 
woman suffrage; but If his views have 
not.,been changed by _tlie folly of the 
advocates of that measure, ho has less 
sense than he is credited with, and his 
actions belle his state of mind. He 
seems heartily sick of tho whole busi-

Indians Heard Whistling Buoy 
When Searcliing for Vic- 
tims of Disaster

Friends Who Sought Bodies

An incident of tlie cn.iMo of tlie 
ligntliouse tender Quadra, which re- 
turned to port yestordav morning jU- 
ter relieving buoys and liKlithouses in 
northern waters and searching for the 
tnlsalng Stenhouse , alioal, beacon was 
the solution of an Indian -ghost story. 
If the Haldahs fromVwhere the totomb 
front the sea shore at. old Bella Bella 
to the bigger village at.Maasett are 
asked, they avIII, tell the visitor that 
there are ghosts, strange evil spirits 
that moan In agony, with ear-piercing 
walls, behind, the reefs at Nlcholl's 
bay. Prince of Wales Island. liut 
these ghosts the Quadra laid on lior 
cruise Just completed. 

Early in January a party o£ elglit 
Hiiidah«3 bound from Slvldegatc to the 
mainland in a smaU aciiooner, three 
men, three Itlootchnien and two chil- 
dren, were drowned when tlie craft 
drove ashorp on Prince of AVales Is- 
lands neai- the reefs at the entrance to 
K Nlcholl's bay. The broken wrecit of 
, their schooner HtiU lies wliere it 
struck, and searchers who were hunt- 
ing for the missing Haidahs founa it 
after many days in weary search. 
They arrived at dusk, and as they 
M-ere preparing to make a camp, in- 
tending to search the following morn- 
ing for. the bodies of the .victims, there 
came a' great long-echoing moan, long- 
drawn out and so loud that from no 
liuman lips could, it .have come. . The 
Indians leaped to their feet. The moan 
came again, a prolonged wall, part 
shriek and part moan; but such a 
moan. Never had they, heard such a 
noise. ~ • • 

"Ghosts!" shrieked one, and all 
grabbed their paddles, picked up sorr;'- 
of their belongings, and ljurr -tdiy 
launched tlielr canoes. 

They paddled all night. Fear over- 
. <^me fatigue. They thought of notii- 
Ing else but to get away from the 
scene of the awful walling — away from 
the demons beyond the reefs. ■ 

This Is why the northern Indians 
have been telling a liarrowing tale of 
the ghosts thnt prevented them from 
finding the victims of the Avreok; and 
the story, repeated by the speakers in 
the Jong dance-houses where the In- 
dians foregather about big driftwood 
fl'res at the northern rancheries has 
lost nothing in the-teUlng:

• When the Quadra; ,'„.,arrlvert off 
NIcholls bay,tlic longrdra-wn out moan 
■vyas heard; but the offlcers of the 
lighthouse tender were more relieved 
tlian wore the Indians, when they heard 
trie wall. Th'?y knew they had located 
the lnng-nils.<ilng Stenhouse shoal buo.v 
and beacon. It had drifted away some 
weeks before from the rocky path off 
the south end of Duridas Island and 
had been carried alDOut b.v wind and 
tide, Its warning: belching out with the 
automatic rogulaj-lty lent by the action 
of thf w.avOK ;is they sounded the 
whistle and eveiitiiallv it had been 
found by Capt. Qulnn of the little 
etefimer Sophie Johnston ;,^^and,i:towed 
to an anchorage ' at PrinceSofti^tWales 
island. There its whistle still "shriek- 
. cd as the waters surged into the pip- 
ring. 

:So the ghosts that disturbed the 
Haldah are lajd. 

A Job Vacant 
:The Quadra found during her cruise 
ttiat most of the .beacons north of 
Klunugget and Watson rock had been 
frozen and until warmer weather pre- 
vailed nothing could be done. Calls 
wore, made, at several of the, light-- 
liouses, , and at Lucy Island It was 
"fojiind necessary to relieve the llght- 
,i;lc^eper,7;wtoo. wanted to withdraw from 
his post.": 

A visit was made to Prince Rupert, 
where It bad been reported there were 
many Idle men to secure a now llgbt- 
kecper. The local politicians were ap- 
proached, but no fjlberal could bo 
found willing to become a llghtkeepcr; 
then Conservatives, Socialists and 
tliOHe without any political leanings 
were canvassed, still without result. 
The story of tlie unnuccessful search 
for a man to fill the Rovernmont of- 
fice of llglitkeeper reached the oar.s of 
a local liumorLst, and he wrote, saying 
that It was (lulte true . that there were 
many idle men at I»rinoe*;.Rupert and 
the reason why none of them could be 
induced to take the vacant position of

In hia report to Capt. Gaudln, 
local agent of marine, regarding the 
disaster to the schooner Soquul, after 
reiterating the details of the rescue 
of her crow, as already published, 
Capt. W. H. Glllen, the e.\--coaxswaln, 
iiuld: "This Is one Instance whore the 
motor boat could not have biien used 
to any greater advantage than a surf 
boat, because of the ' sunken rocks all 
around the wreck. Of course, consid- 
ering that the Loebrb was" here to tako 
us out, what was needed In this caso 
was a gun that could be llred from the 
shoulder to carry a small line to the 
rooks.

myself, hold in detestation the pcrnicio-.iS 
doctrine of woman suffrage." Mr. Austen 
Chamberlain, Lady Havcrsham, and ^Ir.

Mason, M..P., also wrote ex~pressing support of 
.thevvmpveinent. Continuing, Lady Wantage 
said that it was proposed by the suffragists to 
make a suden and vital change in the funda- 
mental principles on which the government of 
the country rested. It was not a question mc-c- 
ly of giving- Parliamcntar}^ votes to a certam 
number of women ; it went bc3^ond that and 
aimed avowedly at placing men and won^.cn 
on a political and SParliamentary equality. To 
expect that women could efficiently discharge 
the double duties of home life and of public 
political life was niore than was possible to 
human nature. 

Professor Dickej-- proposed a resolution

Hints to Amateur Ph 




AVING dealt with the camera and 
plates, the next subject for our 
consideration is the developer, and 
when we know sufficient about 
the camera, the plates, and the de- 
veloper, we are then ready to go 
out and make some exposures. 

As in the case of the p.'.ates, it is by far the 
best" plan' to get a good developer and stick' 
to it faithfully. By that means the amatciir 
can soon find out his faults and rectify them. 

The developer that is most largely used is 
Pyro. Some photographers object to this on 
account of the stain it causes on the finger 
nails, and for that rea.son alone I give more 
than^rpjierdeveloper, but if the amateur will 
wash':'iiiS"hdnds immediately after developing 
a plate or roll of films, no stain will result, as 
it is by the reducer (Pyro) becoming oxydised 
that the stain results, and b}^ washing the 
hands the cause is removed. .A developer in 
which the reducer (in this case die Pyro) has 
no developing power by itself, is termed a 
"potential developer," and has no power un- 
less it is mixed with an alkali- Pyro (pyrogal- 
lic acid) is a white feathery solid, very solu- 
ble in v/ater. It is poisonous. When in solu- 
tion it rapidly absorbs oxygen from the air 
and rapidly assumes a deep brown color. To 
prevent this, we acidify the P3'ro solution by 
adding a certain quantity of nieta-bisulphite 
of potassium, the exact cpiantit}'- of which is 
given in the formula below. The alkali used 
with Pyro is aininoiiia, ammonium corboiiate, 
sodium carbonate, or potassium carbonate. 
Sodium carbonate occurs in three forms: 

1. Anhydrous, consisting entirely of the 
salt, and in this form it is liable to absorb 
water when exposed to the atniosphere. ■ 

2. Moiiohyclratcd sodium carbonate, con- 
sisting of 85. 5 per cent of the salt and 14.5 per 
cent water, and undergoing no change when 
exposed to air. 

3. Crystallized liydrated .sodium carbonate 
("spda crystals"), consisting of only ;37.o per 
ccrii' bf the salt and 63.0 per cent water. 

Alt these three forms are so different in 
proportion to their power, it is necessary to 
know in which form you have tlicm. In all 
formulas the crystals are giver, (that is No, 
3) unless otherwise stated, and perhaps it is 
better to buy soda carbonate in that form.

Again, if overdevel- 
oped, too much density will be obtained in 
the brightest parta and detail clogged up by 
the heavy deposit of the reducer. Frppi' this 
it is easy to"sce that the exposing and devel- 
oping require to be fairly correct to obtain a 
true representation of the object photographed. 

We consider the developer to consist of 
four parts: (i) the reducer, i. e., Pyro; (2) tlie 
accelerator, i.e., the alkali, which enables the 
reducer to work; (3) the r.'slraincr, i.e., the 
bromide, and (4) the solvent or diluent, i.e., 
the water. 

As before stated, Pyro in solution alters 
rapidly when exposed to the air. This is due 
to the fact that Pyro absorbs o.xygen. 
Consequently by adding an alkaline sulphite it 
has an acid reaction, and can be ke]5t for a 
considerable time and still retain its activity. 

There i.s one more item which has a great 
bearing upon the subject of dcveloiMncnt, and 
that is Bromide of Potassium. In the formula 
given below, the quantity of bromide given is 
the correct amount to prevent chemical fog, 
due to the action of the alkali. It is always 
best, however, to keep a bottle in the dark 
ruum, to b'e handy when developing, cont:iin- 
ing a 10 per cent solution of bromide ' of 
potassium. This can cither be bought from 
the supply house or made at home by taking 
I oz. of broniidg.Np^^^^ and clissolving 

it in lo.oz. of waten 'tirthe case of overexpo- 
sure,, a few drops of this solution if adde(| to 
the '"developer will have a great retarding ef- 
fect, and hold back the high lights until the 
the shadows arc developed, thereby making 
the contrasts more even.

been translated at least once and perhaps 'twice from 
one language to another.' Nevertheless it is well 
.,, to exanilny it somewhat critically anJ In tjie light 
'.■ ciiHt iii)on it by the illuatrations eniployctl by the 
writer wlio gave It. "The substance of things 
. hoped for," is an expression, which at first rending 
and without the accompanying examples convoys no 
very definite Impression. It seoni.s to Inipl.v the 
Idea that certain results for which humanity strives 
aro the direct product, pf 'faith. Hence' it must- bo 
something more thanrthof^adceptanco .of'a^^^^ 
form of doctrine or belief 'in certain statements, 'for 
which corroborative testimony is lacking. In em- 
ploying the word translated "substance" it is to hp. 
assumed that the writer of the Epistle liad In mind 
.soiactliing real and not tl'.e mere ])roduct of a mental 
process. lie also seems to have had in mind some- 
thing relating to things to come. \Vn ciin vary the 
language without altering the sense, if wo say that 
faith Is the agency by which results may be achieved. 
After they have been achieved they are no longer 
dependent .upon tfalthf for ;;tl>ejr;ihaye .Ijccpmo facts. 
The dollnltlon suggests that'falt'h may be'a creative 
■■ faculty, .and that as the Creator Himself is s.ild to 
V, "uphold all things by the word of his power," so 
man made In His image and possessing in a l.'mlled 
degree the attributes of deity may be able by tho 
exorcise of this qUalitj' to accomplish things, which 
partake In .some degree of the nature of creation. 
If this Is wliat is meant, the accomplishment of what 
arc known as miracles becomes susfceptible of ex- 
planation, and we must cease to regard them as hi- 
'terruptlons of the processes of nature and think of 
them as the exempllflcatlon pf the higher attributes, 
■which ./we, 'share .In'.cohimoia; • though of course In an 
l^flp^tely^feS8/desree^^wlth' the Author of Nature. 

"The evidence of things' not seen," seems to Imply 
that there Is an unseen agency operating around us, 
existence of which Is jiroved by the exercise of faith. 
Let us take an illustration, which recent discovery 
has rendered possible. If one should suggest to a 
■person, who had never heard of wireless telegraphy, 
that something, which Is. around us. Is pulsating 
■wlth;4ylbratlons. which have a definite meaning easily 
reduced' to' words, he would doubtless bo very 
sceptical.' ■ If he were to be taken into a wireless 
.'station, he Would easily bo convinced. He would 
see in the messages,- taken by the operator, the evi- 
dence of a thing not- seen. Now do not carry this 
illustration any further than tho point to which it 
Is applied. ■ It may, possibly, be pushed further with 
advantage, but-just now wo are concerned only wlUi 
It to demonstrate what may be'lmeant-'^by ,!the -dx-; y 
presslon "the evidence, of things not seen."'- Faith 
anay bo tlio human exernpllflcatlor. at the dlvln^.power. 
We" arb "6tlir a long way short' of anything 'tliat' caii • 
.- ha weighed- or meas'urcd, but possibly If the ideas, 
'^jabove advanced in extension of the quotation upon 
TVhlch they are based, aro followed to their logical 
conclusion, they may establish that faith is not a 
fiction of theologians or at best, a refuge for tho 
■weak-minded, but the most potent energy -which 
mankind is able to employ. ; . ,- ' 

Reference to tho Jncidents, which .the -writer, of 
•the Kplstle cites as illustrations -of whit may he 
accomplished by faith; wifc^shpw^lthat they were all 
of a nature having direct reiaUon to things of the 
present life, and are of a most practical nature. He 
refers to those who by this means "subdued liingdoms, 
■wrought righteousness, obtained promises, stopped 
tho mouths of lions, quenched the violence of fire" 
and so on. Not one of them has any direct bearing 
upon the future life of tno . individual, by whom the 
power was exercised. They are all Instances Avhero 
an available agency was omijloyod to produce practical 
results. Having related these things the" - writer 
goes- on to say that In view of '. tliis;)W;clOT^ 
•witnesses ■■- wo .should run with patience, the "Tiice 
which Is sot before us, looking unto Jesus, who l.s 
the author and finisher of our faith," whlcli sccnis to 
man. If we are to put a logical construction upon the 
language, tluu tlie faith exemplified by Jesus In the - 
mighty works done by him Is available for all, who 
desire to accomplish great things. . ,; , _ . ,.- 
Wfi note that one .of the thlng8: attributod ;to faith 
Is the action of Abraham, In iiiat:gurating the great 
monotheistic movement .under the luiluonce of which 
we .aro living today.: i'f It- is -perhaps, exuggoratlon 
to Bay that In human hlstbry there Is no more momen- 
tous event recorded that the migration of Abraham, his 
breaking away from the polytheism of his time, 
nnd his devotion to the worship of one God! 
Many centuries have rolled away since then. 
If wo accejit Dr. Uaslior's chronology nearly 
four thoiKsand yc-ars , have passed' since this 
wonderful man was born. Some Investigators . put 
the date back a thousand yer-rs further, but' ^yhcther 
It is 4,000 or 5,000 years ago that he received this 
impulse of faith, the ofCect of it is today ni ore power- 
ful than It ever has been. The- great nations, which 
were contemporary with him, have passed into ob- 
livion. Other.s that have risen since have perished. 
Even tho nation, wliich his descendents established, 
Dias been dispersed. But the movement Inaugurated 
speaking historically, by Abraliam continues ■ 'with 
greater force than "ever, having received a. new im- 
petus from one who' la said to have been, "of the seed 
of Ahraham." Hero . arises ' a thought 'which' may 
lend courage to those who are fearful of tho result 
of the connict between Christian civilization and tho 
-laten powers of tho Orient. The wonderful fabric 
founded by Abraham In faith, and preserved though 
nt least forty centuries by the same all-eonquering 
force, is not lilcely to bo overthrown; nay, it will not 
bo overthrown ko long as we, who llvo within Its 
shelter rely, not upon natural force alone, but chief- 
ly ■upon that mysterious agency which Is "tho sub- 
stance . of things hoped for, the evidence of things 
not seen." 




THRASYMENE AND 'CANNAE 



, AVhcn Hannibal was safely across the Alps he en- 
countered the Roman forces and for a thiio 1.:^: fur- 
ther advance seemed Impossible. He thereupon J-.nd 
resource to what is called "The Stratagem of tho 
Oxen," a story that Is worth the telling as Illustrative 
of the conditions of warfare at that time. As was 
done In regai-d to tho crossing of the Alps this account 
Is abridged from Livy. Torches collected from every 
part of the country and,''bundles of rods and dry 
cuttings were fastened to the horns of oxen, of which, 
wild nnd tame, Hannibal had collected to the number 
of two thousand. As soon as It was dark tho torches 
werq lighted and the. animals were driven up tho low 
anbuntaln range which the Romans were guarding^ 
The heat of the flames goaded the oxen to madness 
and they ruslied hither and thither conveying the Im- 
pression to tho Romans that great hosts of inen .wero 
rapiCiy moving. The bushes, wliich lined the moun- 



cavalr.v, which put them to flight in another direction. 
Hannibal at once took advantage of tho tumult and 
advanced his wliolo army across tho last barrier 
which' s'eparated him from the plains of Northern 
-. Italy. Tl\e first .serious resistance offered to hlni was 
at 'Lake "Tl>ra^ymono, or Truslmonus,, which lle.'i to 
tho north of Rome. - Tho,-Iakpis>vhlch::jls;10 .rollos loiig, 
has no , visible outlet. aj\d. ityslflarilced^on'all^s^.es by 
mountains.' The' Roman /ai\irr^y^'und'ervthe ]^ 
Flavlnlus. was adyknoing b'ylwayijpf-t^^ side of' 

the lakd, and Hahhibal posted a' part of his forces on 
the elevations and a part at tho end of a defile through 
which tho Romans would bo compelled to puss. An- 
other part of his army lie held in reserve, and as soon 
as the Romans had jiussed well within the defile, ho 
sent these down from tho mountains to attack them 
.in the' rear. Then the order was given for a sunuil- 
.tanoous charge upon tho Ron-ians fron-i three aides, 
the- fourth side consisting of tlie marshes, which 
formed the border of the lake. Flavlnlus was utter- 
ly taken by surprise. Before" any.;drdor «t;battle ,could 
bo fprmed-.tife enemy Aveice'uijori .hlrtij' inflicting terribly 
slaughter. f. f'ItV , was evi'dent there- '\vas no lioije' of 
'sSfety}but>'ln the right hand arid; tho sword; then eacli 
riuin became himself a leadei- and a.n enoourager to 
action. So great was the ardor of tho conflict, so 
intent wero their minds ui)on tlio battle, that not one 
of the combatants felt an earthquake, which throw 
down largo portions of many of the cities of Italy, 
turned rivera from their rapid courses, carried tluj sea 
UP Into rivers and levelled mountains with a trenien- 
, dous..^ crash." Thq battle lasted throe Jipiirs. ^ (The 
liomaps- tied. Into!, the lake where many of them were 
drowned. A' force of '6,000 men cut their way througli 
but wer^ pursued; by the victorious Carthaginians, 
and weakened with hunger, for they wero without 
supplies of any Idnd, were forced to surrender. "This 
is the ccdebrated battle at the Thrasymcne, and re- 
corded among the few disasters to tho Roman people. 
Fifteen thousand Romans were slain in tho battle, ton 
thousand who had been scattered in the slight through- 
out all Etruria,. returned to the city by different road.s. 
One ,thouBand.;fljre .hundred 'of thid : enemy .perished in 
the baUIe; ', many ;dn' both sides ' died afterwards of 
•the1r'''-»v6til|aa:"; The /Carthaginian campaign up to 
this polni was -conducted with such skill that Hanni- 
bal established his title to bo the greatest master of 
strategy that the world has ever known. The battle 
■n-as fought in -'17 B.C. 

No satisfactory explanation has ever been given 
for the^. failure of Hannibal to advance, directly to 
Rome after his victory at Thrasyniene,' but It "is to 
be remembered that we have only the Roman story of 
the: campaign;.- The force under lilm was not very 
large,- and' It Is probable that he thought. If ho sub- 
dued the i-e:naindor of Italy, the Seven-hilled City 
would fall without trouble Into his hands. As a mat- 
ter of fact, If ho had marched upon Rome he would 
have met with very feeble resistance. Instead of 
doing so he led his troops southward and In the 
course of a twelvemonth made himself supreme over 
almost tho whole peninsula. In the summer of 21G 
B.C.. the Consuls, after much debate, "set out' under 
the impulse ot destlnj* to make Cannae a Roman dls- 
; astfer.y r'.The dppoBlng . fore^ • met ; at' the RIVer Ay- 
fldu,s,f Jn^S6u£hem+ Raly, ' ■where'^ann Ibal had lidped • 
the decisive collision would take'" place. AVhert facj 
to fape-wlth, the enomj-, the Consuls showed nn Indis- 
position^ to attack them, though the soldiers were 
eager lor the fight, and Hannibal took advantage of 
their indecialon to harrass them with his cavalr.v. On 
tho second day tho battle became general and for a 
time victory seemed to be with Rome, ^w;hoso' troops, 
advancing in the form of a solid wedge, pierced tho 
Carthaginian lines. I-Iannlbal- gaveyway;' -before them, 
and the Romans, bellevJngi'flUccess -within'; the grasp, 
pushed forward, only' to flrid 'that ' the force, which 
they supposed v.-'as fleeing Ijcfore them, had been in 
part sent round to their mar. so that when they wero 
nearly exhausted with fighting thoy found thomselve^f 
attacked from all sides. The conflict then assumed 
a terrific ch-aracter, for the most part consisting of a 
series of hand to hand struggles, In which the Romans 
wero.no- match for- the Gauls, the Spaniards, and the 
Numldi.ans..-(;r,lvyi';tell8:;uk that 'the' Gauls .fought 
nakedyto ;'the>ijral[ft^^^ their appearance was 

terrible, .'that; tho r'Spanlafds wore "linen vests of sur- 
prising whiteness." The Numldlan cavalry seemed to 
bo everywhere at once, and wore equally formidable 
whether on foot or on horseback. Tho infantry wero 
made up of Carthaginians and the levies raised In 
Italy. These were mostly armed with swords nnd 
other weapons captured at Thrasyniene and elsewhere, 
and '.vcro scarcely distinguishable either in appear- 
ance or manner of lighting from the Romans. The're- 
sult of the day was terribly disastrous to the Romans, 
. of whom 45.000 infantry and 8,000 cavalry were slain, 
'and;more than 20,000 were taken prisoners. Hanni- 
bal's logs in killed and wounded was 8,000. .Among 
the slain on the Roman side wero many senators and 
others of the noblest of the citizens. It was a blow 
well calculated to stagger the Reiiubllc, and . once 
again Rome was at the mercy, ot-;the.cotuiuei<pr;l|f ho 
had seen fit to advance. The, migriiiude' of We" dis- 
aster to Rome Is shown by the fact' that out of 90,000 
men only 17,000 escaped death or slavery. 

Hannibfff remained in Italy for fifteen .\cars. en- 
deavoring to unite the tribes against Rome," but hav- 
ing been defeated b.v Sclpio In 201 B.(^ ,'it Zama, he 
came to terms with the (.'onsuls and withdrew to 
Carthage. Thus ended the Second Punic War. The 
Third Punie War oceuri^ed fifty years later and ter- 
minated in the destruction of Carthage after seven- 
teen days' fighting in the streets of that city, ^^urlng 
which time hundreds of thousands" of men, women, 
and children were slain. 

Contemporary with the activity of riome, beyond 
the confines of Ital.v, was the foundation ot Roman 
literature. Ennlus, wlio lived between 200 and 150 
B. C, Is rog.arded as tho founder of the Latin school';- 
of ))oots. Greece had at this time begun to show. ' 
signs of weakness. In 20G B. C, Kgypt declared' her> 
Indeijondenco of her Greek rulers, who had succeecled . 
Alexander the Great, and after a long struggle, was '^ 
able to restore the native princes to the 'thtrphe. Dur^^ 
ing the, Interval between the second and third Piinic 
-wars Rome overthrew Macedon, which was tlien 
supremo;.;6vdr,;Qre^ .."What was known us tlie 
Achaean League' made a stout resistance, ' Imt w;is 
finally overthrown in 146 B. ("., when Corinth wns 
captured after which Greece became a Roman iirnv- 
ince. , It was about this time that Asoka became 
supreme in India. Ife established an eni|)lro, which 
embraced all Hindustan, the Punjaub and Afghanis- 
tan. His early career was one of awful bloodshed, 
but having accepted the teachings of Btiddha, li ^ 
promulgated a code ot the hlgest ethics. It was ho 
who abolished the nlaughtor of animals cither for 
food or sacrifice In India. . ^ " 

About this time tlio great Chow dynastj' In China 
was overthrown, after a lease of power extending 
over 1,500 years, and tin- Tslng dynasty came to tho 
.throne; the secotul member of which, Che-Hwang-te, 
was ■'the first universal Emperor," of the Oriental 
realms. He opened the country by roads, constructed 
canals, built many Important public edl/lcos. and 
genpir£^lj^4;^!roul|rh^^ of 
prpsiperl.i}>3'MiHS'! th^^ 

thtf ;Ttf tars; ..■\yii'o'm' ho ' drove -back into ftentra^ 
and .extending his conquests to the soutli^ made thb'y; 
boundaries of his realm practically what those of 
China are today. Me began the construction of -ihe 
-Great Wall. Ho died In 210 B. C. after what was 
])erhaps tlie most glorious and beneficial reign in the 
history of his country.

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THE MEXICANS II.— THE TEZCUCANS 

Tho early history of tho Te/.cucans who came to 
the Mexican Valley at tho same time as the Aztecs 
settled there, and formed with these latter people tho 
nucleu.'' of the, Mexican nation. Is best told in tho 
story of their great king Nexalmalcoyotl. 

Too Tezcucajis had, built their cafjital on tho 
eastej-a bordor.^of tho ' lake, and wero. gradually set- 
tllngr.ihe .coiintry'Iid^^^^^^ progress 
was for a time checked' by tlie invasion of a kindrftd 
people, tho Taponecs, n-ho after a severe struggle 
succeeded in capturing their clt>- Tencuco, and eon- 
(luering tlie entire kingdom for themselvoH. To Nex- 
ahualcoyotl belon.irs the glory of retaking tho country 
and annihilating tlic invaders. 

It was a dry day In early summer, the young prince 
was iplay^iJgiat-.ball^outsiilq,, the , palace. The air was 
bai'riiy ana'/siill; -^^lie rlppjingiof :t .waves In the 
stream that llowod through tho gardens, tho ;;song8. of 
birds, tho gentle sighing of tho wind, and ■)oc6ailona,i|y 
the carofreo laiighter' of the royal la'd 'arid liIs pliiy- 
fel!ow.^ wero the- only sounds to break tlie peaceful 
silence of the flowered an(j tree-shaded arbors. Sud- 
dcnl.v tho earth seemed to i-hake, the [)laying children 
stood still and their faces iialed. Thorn cami; a sound 
like the hurried imirchlng of a mighty host. 'J'hen 
the sweet quiet of the garden was broken by a fierce 
and savage cry> 'and its peacefalnesa " -desecrated by 
the Inrush' of -coiihUcBS warriors, ■ mad i wlthSitho lust 
of invasion.

)»alacc. He saw his father and all tho members of • 
his household dragged forth and murdered there. Ho 
saw the treasurea'Sof the. palacei cai-ried-iaway.'-b|r >the 
robbing soldiers, the palace itself : demolished, iaritl the' 
garneds left a pitiful wreck," when the Tapenecs,- find- 
ing nothing anoro to destroy, and falling to find the 
hidden prince, finally went away to wreak havoc else- 
where. 

Then Ncxaliualcoyotl, sick with grief and hot with 
a desire for vengeance, took upon liiniself a vow and 
he prayed to all the gods and tho God Oninl]jotent 
to help him to keep it to tlic end. That his ijrayer 
was heard the old chronicles toll us, for lie was able 
after. 'perlidti's^adyentures'Vand ml^ to 
glorloii'sly av'engeMiis' father's 'd'oath. 

Maxtia the now king of the conquered countrj', 
was a fierce, bold man whosu one desire was to cap- 
ture tho rightful .suverolgii and put hini to death, so 
that no. one should dare to (luestion his own rl.cjht to 
the ill-gotten kingdom. Ncxaliualcoyotl, desiring for 
the time to propitiate Mastia, hastened to pay hhn 
obeisance- uponj^the- occasiori^pf, his coronation, and 
haying no bth^t^^lftitpVoftjJl'' laid at j.tlVd; tyrant's feet 
an : arinf ur of ' liow^ childish 
glffciajfa'ti&o ladT^W^ 

tlmb'to ir\^e''lri"h!a.lrig,*f6r'^]Vraxtla;- re^ that the 

conquered peoplo wero still in favor of their v/ronged 
prince, sjjarcd no pains In efforts to capture tho fugi- 
tive. He oven offered a rewai-d of an ample domain 
nnd the hand Of a lovely Indy to anyone who should 
take Noxahualcoyotl prisoner. Many times the young 
prince was In grave danger. , Ho made hia escape 
once through the . disused water.-plpes amder the old 
palace., ^.XAgairi '.j^^^^ 'hid him' in a 

largd^dnim^_.'v On^^^ Maxtla's soldiers were almost 
upon hlin(sWhcn soriie peasants opened their door to 
him and lild him under a pile of maguey fibres. Ho 
was forced for many days to l.'ve In the mountains 
witliout shelter and even here iie was in constant 
danger, escaping tho vigilance of Maxtla's soldiers 
only through the friendly aid of tho loyal peoplo, 
many of whom died rather than ^tive evidence against 
him,- and none .ot w.hom_ gave a thought to. tho ;r|,(;h 
reward .;offerptyftr^,hl8jcapttiro^ ■ 
By and 'bye' fil's friends' tiavtrig been at wbrk .in 
Ills behaif, and the Aztecs, becoming disgusted at tlio ■' 
brutal rule of Jiaxtl.-i. having united with them, Nexa'-'"- 
hualcoyotl was enabled to iilace himself at the head of ^ 
a largo army and march upon tho Taponecs wliom he 
completely routed. .Maxtia wits captured as lie was 
hiding In the baths and put to death, while the chief 
city of his kingdom, was completely destroyed. Hence- 
forth the Tezcucan king ruled In his own country, 
and his relgti. wns bno ot peace and prosperity. Ho 
took for;Jils-inaxIm that a monarch may punish but 
revenge is' unworthy of him; nnd ho paidbned tho 
rebels, who henceforth became his most devoted sub- 
jects. 

Nesahuolcnyot! formed a code of laws admirably 
suited to the times. The government consisted; of a 
number of departments, a council of war, a .council ' 
of finance and a council ot justice, and a. tribunal 
before which were Judged all works on astronom.v, 
chronology, history or any science. This latter body 
also had tlie i)rlvllege of deciding upon the merits of 
tho professors \\-ho Instriieted the young, it was In 
fact a board of education .-ind served Its purpose \vel!.

AVIth all due Justice to our own- civiliza- 
tion, is It not a; little wonderful that American Indians 
could reach such a state of culture In those primitive 
times without the aid of the white nan? Perhaps 
therein lies tho secret, porhaps It was just tho ab- 
jpeiice of tho white man that made such a civilization 
possible. To be sure there wero many phases of tho 
Aztec nnd Tezcucan life that were deplorable, but 
thes(». phases exists in tho beginning with all peopl^js.

(HKRE are ghoppofs and ahoppprs. There Is 
the shoinior who alway.s buys ju«t what 
she want.s, ami tlipre is the shopper wlio 
buys JUKt wliat she dooE not want, anil liist' 
but by no nioans least, there la the shopper 
who buys nothing at all! 

The last may, sound a misnomer, but if 
the siiopkoepcrs v/oro consulted, they would 
say at once that the ladies -who enter their' 
GiJtablishmonts, looli over their goods, monopolise the 
thno of their assistants, and leave wltliout making 
any purchase form an appreciable proportion ot .their 
dully, visitorc. 

To tho first named class belongs the woman, -who 
is known among her friends as "a good manager." 
She sometimes has control over an Income which 'Is 
tiarely sufHclcnt to meet hor own and her family's 
requlremonta, and has to bo extremely careful to 
"makV both' ends- nioet". comfortably; : She may bo 
the wife of a doctor, or solicitor, or . some other pro- 
fessional 'jnah; wttli % moderate' income- and aeverat 
boys and girls' to be clothed, 'fed and educated, and a 
certain amount of; '-'appearance" to keep up. Or she 
may be the w^^e of '8.; plerkjf ^Vlth, a .voryj^BmaU.^lnoomo 
with ) which to Jmed'trTUli- thoVfa^ 

she does 'not • tVbutile"" Herself '.q^ •mu'dh'aoout 'Her 
nelgrhbors' oplni6ns,iyet atr^lves. anxiously to' k'oep her 
children • neatly clothed' and their little - hom& ; pheery 
and ■ comfortable. ' Or, on', the other' hand, she may 
be' a woman with plenty i.of;money, ..who can afford 
to buy Just what she plea8es;;yet who prides herself 
on .her common sense, and shows It by her practical 
shopping. It is useless for the young women behind 
the counter to exhibit dainty trilled at "reduced prlcci" 
to this c'ass of customer; they have made up their 
minds what they require, and that tliey purchase, and 
nothing else. They usually carry a list of the articles 
they wish for, with all particulars written down, and 
If the.v- cannot suit their requlrements ln. the Jlrst. shop 
they visit, they haVe the strength of 'Tnindritp 'decline 
to take anything else In 'its- place, and'.passYon rto an- 
other. ; . ■ ,. ; 

To the credit of tho shop assistant's knowledge of 
human nature, it mu.st lie added, they are not often 
bothered to buy articles they do not ask for, and this 
type of customer is generally j)roniptIy attended to, 
and gets through her ehopping with an alacrity which 
astonishea her weaker sisters.- , . Even the fascin- 
ating "bargains" of .-<a , sale;; hav;e .no, effect .upon her. 
Indeed she often makcis a'practlce of •■avoiding sales 
altogether, 

The second class of shopper — tho wonian wMio al- 
most invariably buys what slie does not want — sv-vels 
in them. She goes to a sale ''just to have a look 
round" and, being y,, weak n'lortal, is. easily .persuaded 
to make, several useless .purchases. She is generally 
a woman , with little decision of cliaracter, and even 
when ordinary days slie starts out with a dolinitu 
Idea of her reciuirqnients, is probabl.v proyailed upon 
to alter it. Perhaps .she means to buy a blue hat. 
At the millinery establishment she enters there is no 
blue hat .she "likes," She Is shown a fascinating 
array of. headgear, aijd finally selects a green one, 
T.-hich takes her fancy for the moment. Then slio 
returns lionio to find it does not "go" witn any ul Iut 
wardrobe and the money spent on It is practlcall.v 
wasted, unless It means an Increased e.vpendituro, 
necessitated by the purchase of a green costume to 
"go" with tho hat! Or, perhaps, she decides/ what 
price she will give Cor some necessary article, but 
when she reaches tho' shop tho assistants will other- 
wise. ' Thoy show lier . .something much more ex- 
pensive, 'and assure her that "It will wear so much 
bettor. It will come clicaper In the end," and she 
wealdy agrees and after she hag paid for it and re- 
ceived the change roallaes suddenly that "she ;ha8 'ilpt 
enough left to buy several; other thihga ^r.TCjilChr.V.'arc 
really needful.- One cannot help but feel sorry,-for 
the husband and chlldren of this woman. 

Tho third kind— tho woman who frequently buys 
nothing— is one who nevertheless devotes a good deal 
ot her time to "shopping," and is, of course, a "lady 
ot leisure." She sees something attractive in a shop 
window and goes in to enquire tho price and' lingers 
there to look at, and linger ■some other pretty things. 
Then she discovers that she Is in a hurry and must 
"leave It for U)day," and "will call again." >Jeedless 
to add she does not "call again" unless she chances on 
the same cstablishme;nt by accident. Or she calls to 
enquire -about "something for a friend." wlilch she 
cannot decide on without coii-sultiiig the friend

In small towns a customer of thi.'i class Is quickly 
recognised -and .is hailed with anything but delight. 

Some women nuiko shoi)plng tho one serious bus- 
iness of -their lives. If a yard of ribbon la to bo 
l)urchased It Is the subject of a grave discussion and 
(lulto an event In the day to go and choose It. A 
friend is generally invited to accompany the shopper, 
and when two or tlirec ladles start out thus together, 
one may bo certain that \vhatevor they buy, they moan 
to get their money's worth of pleasure out ot it.. 

Some purchasers are very f.dever about , getting 
things reduced. They enter a. milliner's establish- 
ment and see a pretty hat. which lliey decide at once 
shall be tlieli-s at whatever cost; but when the price 
Is mentioned they invariably cKpress their sorrow 
that it 1.5 a little more than tlicy "can afford Just now." 
They look at It regretfully, try It on once more, and 
preisare to leave the shop. The milliner is anxious to 
"obllga" a customer, especially If it Is a new customer, 
hats are perishahle creations, which soon lose thoir 
freshness and have to be "marked doH-n," and she may 
not have another opportunity of dlspcslng of It at 
the iirosent. In nine cases out of ton she offein to 
make a reduction. The wily customer rarely com- 
pletes a bargain on the (ir.st rebatoment- She turns 
back, removes her own headgear, and tries on the. hat 
In (luestlon once more. Hlu^ asks "what is It that makes 
it so expensive'.' If this flower was removed and a 
cheaper one put In its i)!ace could you take a little 
less'.'" 

The niUlincr, If she bo an.v good. Is sometliing of 
an artist at heart, and, rather than sp<)ll her pretty 
creation, takes off a tew more cents, and tho hat is

Judicious shopping Is distinctly an art. In buy- 
ing miscellaneous .irticles of dress, a c|uick nioniory 
ot what is already In the wardrobe, considerable taste 
and forethought, and sound all-rourtd comnion-sonso 
are necessary. Kven to practical, clear-headed 
l>eople the display of jiretty goods brought out quick- 
ly on the counter one after another, Is sadly bewilder- 
ing. Kycs and brain, weary with the variety, and 
taste, and judgment suffer accordingl.v. 

Prolonged shoi)plng Is a fatigue, even to the 
strongest. V.nit of u.^ know what it Is to have a 
bad headache at the end >lC <i long afternoon devoted 
to considering the pros and cons of different articles, 
aiul it sometiuK's ijroduces a state of nervous ex- 
haustion and worry, whicli results in the selection of 
goods that at the be.glning of the day we should have 
decided were wholly unsuitable. Reviewed in the 
calm light of the next morning, they reproach our 
folly and we feel "sadder and wiser" women. 

Shopping, to residents in a town, and shopping, to 
residents in the country are very different matters. 
In the first case things can be chosen carefully, easily 
. and pleasantly,, as they are wanted., in tlio second 
it is a much more serious business. An (ixpndltion 
to the neighboring town has, perhaps, to be arranged 
somo time beforehand, and when the day comes, 
whatever the. weather, the busy housewife or daughter 
Is i)erhaps unable to postpone it. So many things are 
wanted, wet or line, whether In the mood for shopping

If anything has to be matched 
patterns of the exact color should be taken. If 
kitchen pots and pans should lie required, measure- 
ments of the exact sizes should he taken. ICven if 
gloves, cotton and pins are wanted, If there Is a long 
list of things to be got It Is well to mako a note of 
the size and colors required. Tlie probable cost 
should ho written against eacli article. Tlio difference 
paid Is easily reckoned and It enables the shojjper to 
keo]) a record of how her money Is going. A care- 
ful list thus complete In every detail will save much 
uimecessary brain wear In tho course of a day and 
often makes all the difference between a successful 
ahoiiiilng day and an unHucccsstul one; The list 
sliould be revinwod when tin; shoijs, are reached, and 
the most lmi)orlant articles selected first, somo people 
seem to have an idea that the smaller Items should 
()e "got off their minds and done away with," and tho 
larger things left for later in the day.

,-':^r>MrRAL'' lord dHAKLES BERESFORU, 
commander- In-chief of the Channel Fleet, 
will vacate his command March 24, when

naval force. Henceforth the most Import- 
ant vessels in the Channel Fleet will form 
the second division of the main fleet. 

Lord Charles Beresford has long been 
the stormy petrel of the British Admiralty. There 
has been a feud between him and Sir John Fisher, 
and not long since Lord Charles quarrelled with Hear 
Admiral Sir Percy Scott. 

Tho trouble began when Sir .Tohn Fisher bocamo 
First Sea Lord— that is to say, practically tlie HU- 
preme working head of the navy— In 190-1.

Bclf ' and -SIr John Fisher. As commander of the 
Channel fleet, Beresford has shown himself something 
iinore than a merely dashing odlcer; he lias developed 
qualities of direction and generalship of the first or- 
der. The Admiralty, however, soenied somewhat to 
mistrust him. The obvious- requirements ot strategy 
demand the ■unification of the Home and ("hannel 
lleets under one coniniand. "Whoever is put in cliargo 
of them would necessarily captain the Brltisii navy 
in case of war. The Admiralty was not convinced 
that, Beresford Is quite the man to take command of 
so vast a force on the day of Anmageddon. There- 
fore, tho Channel and Homo fleets remain divided and 
Independent, tlio Admiralty apparently waiting for 
Beresford'a relireinent to unite then-i. Tho ki-iowledge 
of this naturally widened the breach between Bores - 
ford and Fisher, and embittered the partisans of each. 
. Things reached such a pass that the two men were 
no longer on .sijcaking terms. ■

Had not Sir Percy Scott boon a keen supporter of 
the Flshpr ircglme, it is possible he would ha ve been 
cashiered tho service. As It was, the Admiralty, while 
officially approving the action taken by Lord Charles 
Beresford, did not allow tho fact to be prominently 
known. Tho situation becaine not only a scandal, 
but an intolerable one. Lord Twcedmouth, the lale 
Secretary of the Xavy, a cliarmlng man, hut not a 
strong one, was powerless to imiirove matters. His 
successor, Jlr. McKenna Is new- to naval administra- 
tion, and though a vigorous and decided personality, 
did not feel sure enough of his ground to talce tic- 
lion. The friends of Lord Beresford clamored 
for the' humiliation of Fisher, .and Scott, and -ijtho 
partisans of Fisher anU Scbtf-called fot the dlsrrtlBsal 
of Beresford. 

It has been suggested that Lord Charles will re- 
turn to Parliament and air naval matters to the 
ilisconifort of the Government, it will be. no new 
exi)erlence for him. 

Lord Charles has fought five elections, four of 
which have been liotiv contested. In lS8(i he w;ls, 
while iVIember for Marylebone, a member of tho 
Salisbury administration, but falling to Impress upon 
his ofticlal superiors at tho Adirilralty, or his col- 
leagues ill tlie Gnvernmont. the perilous condition of 
the Nav.v, he threw seir-lnterest and Parliamentary 
considerations to the wind and committed that un- 
pardonable offence of resigning his seat In the Minis- 
try 111 15i88 to take up an Independent line. On De- 
cember Hi, 1S88, ho brought forward his famous pro- 
l]OsalH to spend twenty mililon.s on the lleet. The 
then First Lord, Lord Georg(! Hamilton, crushed tho 
young politician, who had dared to bruv(^ tlie Govern- 
ment, by the irony of his ri'ply. "He, Lord Clcorgc, 
did not read newspapers to a.scertain the strength of 
foreign lleets. "When a naval ofllcer got Into the do- 
main of figures he found lilniHolf at aoa." Alas! for 
the stability of political conviction. 'Within exactl.v 
thirteen weeks Lord George himself was proposing 
to. spend ,2?,%, millions to ;bulld; three -.less, ships.^and . 
his ' prbgr-ftirimo, Was' ln ,ltb'^'rdetall8 )iK^^^ 
thbi pnb. dSfidod a ite>v weeks' befbrb. pbrd-'CHarles

.'e'd' so'me prblit' by this action. In'-1896' Lord ^ Charles, 
again i.unniuzzled,' urged the Increase of the navy's 
personnel,, tO; 110,000, and further aildltlons to the 
Fleet, and once again tho Government of the day 
deserve every credit for adding over 100 ships to tho 
fleet and -bringing up the personnel to these figures. 
On each of these occasions Lord Charles has had 
something to propose, -'U.lid has lieen laughed at by 
authority.

' Cambridge among the feIlow-student.s of 
Tennyson was Edward FItxGerald, who to 
tho end of his life was the poet's most 
cherished friend. FltxGcrald was born In 
Suffolk, March 31, ISOfl, ot distinguished 
Irish and English ancestry.' His ample 
fortune permitted him to adopt the fiareer, 
if career it could bo/ called, of a literary 
ciilcure. His one original work was 
"Euphranor," modeled upon the dialogues of Plato. 
The persons presented are four undergraduates and a 
])h.\'slcian of Cambridge. Their talk is dlsourslvo and 
not Inspiring; the closing lines vividly describe a 
boat-race. Tho piece contributed little to its author's 
reputation, 

''ilt'.was as a translator, or r.alher as a transmutcr, 
.that- he became renowned. Ho began with Calderon, 
published . six of.hlsidramas In 1853, and two more 
.\tv- 1866/ "Iri+ 1853 i He took iup the study of Persian; 
this' bore, fruit Jthrbe',ye'ars,''n,ftcrward in his version 
of Salaman and Absal. In' 1869 came the flrst oi: un- 
counted cclltiohs of Omar Khayyam, in 1865 appear- 
ed his Agamomnon, in 1880 and 1881 his Oedipus. In- 
comparabiy. the most remarkable of all . these rendl- 
•tlons.i^as'i'hls Omar. Concerning tli|s^ master work' 
.his, biographer, Mr. A. C. Benson, says:-' ' ' • 
, ' ^".'I'UzGeraJd happened to light upon an ancient poet, 
thrbl^ph'.wliose writings. In spite of much tedious llt- 
crnturb and dreary moralizing, much sensual imagery 
and commonplace epicureanism, ran a vein of 
thought strangely fainillar to his own temperament. 
Omar was a sentimentalist, and a lover of beauty, 
both human and natural; so was FltnGerald. Omar 
tended to linger over the golden memories of tho 
past, and was acutely alive to the pathos ot sweet 
things that have an ending; and such wa-s I'-'ltztJcrald 
also. Omar was i)ermeated with a certain dark phil- 
nsojihy of the Iiiinian spirit at bay, when all refuge 
has failed; and tills v.'as the case with Fltis- 

Gerald ." . . 

His Quatrains were in ISSl Illustrated by Ellim 
Vedder. Said the Atlantic Monthly: "Vedder's draw- 
ings rlso from tlie rank of mere comments to cin- 
bodin-ionts of the peel's meaning; and frequently 
they carry the imagination beyond the ])oet to the 
real jiroblom which gave the pool Inspiration.

In their unstudied charm, their wit and' humor, 
their shrewd characterization, FitzGorald's letters re- 
call the golden age of letter-writing. Their lelsure- 
liness withal, the minutesness with which ho describes, 
a barnyard pet, or the Inquiring chimneys and wea- 
thercorks or an old manor-house,, make us ask with 
wonder, and were these indited jlh-ithe!days. of Steph- 
enson and Faraday, Bessemb'r and' Edison? , 

Had FitzGerald but- felt the spur of necessity ho 
would,-,* inf all , likelihbbd, 'have put out his talents to 
usury.' His, readers,-' as they coraparo the' little ho did 
-vlth hi.'! rare powers,- must mingle disappointment 
with their admiration. At tho close of His thoughtful 
itudy of F 'aGerald, Mr. Benson says: 



Infirmity of purpose. These may partly bo condoned 
by an inherited eccentricity. On tho credit aldo 
.stand a trio loyalty of nature, an unobtrusive gener- 
osity, a real love of humanity, a moral clear-sighted- 
ness,' an acute perception of beauty, a literary gift 
that at Its best was oi: tlie nature of genius. Wo may 
regret the want of strenuousness, the over-developed 
sensibility which led hin-| to live constantly in the 
pathos of tho past, the pain of tho contemplation of 
perishable sweetness. But wo may ho thankful for 
so si!ni)le, so tender, so Ingenuous -i life; wo may 
feel that the long, quiet years wore liot misspent 
whicli produced. It so rarely, tho delicate flowers of 
genius.

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• HE steamer route from England to 
India can be pictured, with no 
great stretch of imagination, as a 
six-thousand-mile river running 
through the sea instead of the land, 
with London, Port -Said,' Aden and 
Bombay a^r towns on its bank.^ virhisfi^^^^ 
rivtr 'is 'a^'-'weli defined as any 6ther"riyer/as^^ 
to breaclth, and boundaries; a veritabia;higli- 
. way of commerce, where ships do hot leave the 
beaten track. It is traversed by hundreds of 
vessels every year, and its familiarity as a 
traffic stream may be guaged by the fact that 
the intermediate P. & O.,-- which runs be- 
tween Bombay and Aden is generally referred 
to by Anglo-Indians as "The Ferry." 

Stretching away to the north and west 
from the beat of "The Ferry" lies a grea't\ 
ocean backwater, remote, secluded and full of ^ 
interest — the Persian Gulf. Once one of the 
world's highways — thronged with, perhaps 
more, though smaller, vessels than the great 
Indian traffic-stream of today — it is now a 
backwater, and how remote it is can best be 
grasped by following in thought the route of 
,the traveller who would visit it. He must 
first take the six-thousand-mile trip to Bom- 
bay; then tranship into one of the fine British 
Iqdia turbine steamers and make the run to 
Karachi, five hundred miles ; then, tranship/- 
ping again into a smaller vessel of the same 
line, he must go another five hundred miles 
westward, alrnost . parallel to his eastward • 
route of a week iago,'iintil he comes to Muscat. 
Even here. he has not the gulf itself; but the 
same steamer will take him on right to the 
uttermost end of the backwater. And his 
trouble will be well repaid, for the Persian 
Gtdf is one of the most interesting places in 
^tht; world. 

One reason, possibly, why the region is 
not sought after, even by those who have heard 
of its wonders, is the fear of its hot climate. 
And, certainly during the greater pai t of the 
year the gulf is as hot a place as can be found 
on this globe. The thermometer does not, it is 
true, often reach one hundred degrees, and 
seldom exceeds that point ; but, then the ther- 



"momete^ is no true criterion of heat, and here 
the heat is so terrific in summer that the men 
on board the British gunboats which continual- 
ly patrol these waters, do not care about ap- 
pearing on the upper deck more than they- 
can help during the daytime; and even the 
nomad Arabs, who make a brief settlement for 
a few months in the year, and essay a little 
cultivation, are oblig^ed to quit their valleys 
and seek the heights, where there is a breeze, 
even though it is a hot one, 

But it is not always like this in the gulf. 
In the rnonths*o|,;Ma^^^ April the climate 
is almpst ideal--^libt' 'e^^^^ certainly^ in the 
sunshine of the daytime, but never too hot for 
walking ashore or sailing a boat, while the 
nights are cool enough to require a couple of 
blankets on tb.e bed. At such a time should the 
traveller visit the gulf he would at once feel 
that he had reached a place which seems hardly 
to belong to this commonplace wbrld. Even 
in;. thejbright sunshine there is an eerie:appea.r;T; 
ancqi- about'^^ "the waters of tlie gulf, tfiere' is af'-! 
gleam" and a shimmer, mirage and mist. Dis-; 
tant objects appear distorted, the sky and the 
sea blend imperceptibly, and both appear 
equally unreal and impalpable. On the oily 
surface of the pale blue sea swim venomous 
Avater-snakes, banded black and yellow, writh- 
ing slowly along; they have been known lo 
climb the cable of a ship, at anchor r, and make 
their way in through the ' liawse-^ipe. " ' Qflie 
would scarce feel surprised to see a dragon 
flying over head. And on the land and sea 
there is stillness and silence. It, is a place of 
enchantment, £( land where anything might 
happen. 

At the very entrance of the Gulf lies an 
island — Ormuz — which shows in the distance 
like a fairy isle. On the seaward side it is 
composed of a mass of conical hillocks tower- 
ing pne above: another^ and each of these count- 
less little hills is» of a different color— rose, 
orange, tawny, pale blue, mauve, chocolate, 
purple and dazzling white — mineral deposits, 
of course; but the effect in the sunlight is 
magical and intensely beautiful. 

At the back of this same island, where it 



is more level, are the ruins of a very large 
fortification, -a relic of the^ days when triose 
earl3||eig|ire|b^ilders, theV'Portugues^|^|m 
theriisel%s^> m^stei's of riiost of the coas't-line 
of the Indian Ocean. There are other such 
ruins at Bushire, where to this day the most 
casual scratching of earth will bring to light 
fragments of Portuguese pottery, coins, and 
such-like archaeological treasures; and- at Mus- 
cat the little harbor is flanked by two Portu- 
guese forts still in very good preservation. In-

perfect' of them all, and the largest, for this 
spQt commands the entrance to the gulf, and 
had to be strongly garrisoned. It once mount- 
ed five hundred gims, of which a good number 
still remain;. and the large fresh-water reser- 
voirs are to this day in an almost perfect., 
condition.

The sheikh, or his son— for the 
sheikh himself is an old man— comes daHy 
into the tnarket-place to dispense justice to 
all- comers. He takes his seat upon a stone 
bench which runs around three sides of a 
building open to the air in front, and there he 
listens to rival claimants in civil cases or de- 
cides the fate of criminals, tlis decisions are 
never questioned, and arc carried out immedi- 
ately. On these occasions, or in'the afternoons 
when there is no judicial btisiness/.-'th^^ilieikh 
receives^liis'^riends in. the^s'ime place'. - J-Goffee 
is handed: "-i^lind, poured from a huge brass 
flagon *'wif:h:,*a long, curved spout into small 
china cups withbut handles,. Only a very few 
drops are poured out at a time, scarcely a 
teaspoonful, and the cup is constantly re- 



plenished, the idea being that each drink, or 
rather sip, shall be really hot. ■ 

The sheikh is a venerable old man who ' 
obtained his rulership a few years ago by kill- 
ing his brother with his own hand. He ought, 
according to precedent, to have proved a cruel 
and wicked tyrant, but as a matter of fact he 
is a wise and benevolent ruler, and governs 
his small dominions in an exceptional Ij' able 
manner. • , 

Koweit is on the edge of a desert; and 
just behind the town,' at the time when tht 
present writer visited it, was a large encamp- 
.ment of Bedouin Arabs, with their tents and 
camels. They had come'hundreds of miles from 
the interior to sell thej'cqaree^^iblack! wool of 'm- 
their desert sheep^,;^v?Thft|catnd 
haltered on. the ground 'or walked about awfcr/J:; 
wardly, but more quickly than one would imai-i.y 
gine possible, on the three unfettered lega;;',' 
and it was a difficult, not to say dangerous- '.' 
matter to pick one's way amongst them. 

The Bedouins themselves are small, wiry 
men, markedly Semitic in type, olive-com- 
plexioned, with keen hawk-Iikc eyes, and black 
ringlets, and are charmingly polite to a 
stranger. They have wonderful powers of en- ; 
durance and are able to sustain life for four ' 
days, or even longer, without water. This i 
faculty stands them in good stead at times; 
for it occasionally happens on the desert jour- 
.neys that they ' reach a longed-for well only 
to find it occupied in superior force by a hostile . ■ 
tribe, when they are obliged to go on to the / ' 
next well, perhaps a hundred miles, farther I 

Koweit has been mentioned as a possible 
terminus for the projected Bagdad railway.

FRENCH' MARRIAGES 

Every' one .who writes on France shows 
deep concern at the falling birth rate and at 
the fact that the population is actually decreas- 
ing. In twenty-five years, they tell us, Ger- 
many wil! _havc doiible ■ the population of 
France, and 'in fifty years <the.^nation will have 
disappearedr--unless, jja ■ the; m it be 

gobbled up by a powerful arid rapidly increas- 
ing neighbor. 

Above all things, the French people are 
logical. Having become aware of'the danger, 
they have set to work to find a cause. One of 
those causes is the complexity of marriage in 
France. Persons arc deterred from entering 
wedlock, especially persons of the poorer class, 
because of its difficulty. Until a year ago the 
law demanded a formidable array of papers 
before the young man' and woman could be 
joined together in matrimony. The. consent 
of the parents had to be obtained in v/riting; 
there were birth certificates and certificates of 
residence, and, in the case of the man, evidence 
that he had completed his military service. 
If the parents were dead, the affair was even 
more compliex. , Papers had to prove their 
death and i.the death . of the grandparents. The 
total numh'er of documents required, was nine- 
teen. ■ r-,: . 

• In country parishes'-in France such docu- 
ments are fairly easy to procure, as the French 
peasantry have a way of remaining rooted to 
the soil from generation to generation. But 
in the towns it is difficult. The papers had to 
be sent for from distant parts; there was de- 
la}', and there was . expense. In the case of 
foreigners there was the added formality of 
translation, sometimes representing an ex- 
penditure of a hundred or more francs. This 
was a grave impediment in the way of very 
poor persons, an almost impossible obstacle. 
Hence many iieglected the formal ceremony of 
marriage altogetheri Some m.iyors of com- 
munes recognized how impossible it was to 
comply with all the requirements of the law 
and connived at irregular attestations. 

The marriage law has been amended. 
Abbe Lemise, one of the few priests who are 
members of the Chamber of Deputies, brought 
in a bill to simplify the formalities. Now, af- 
ter the age of thirty, the consent of the parents 
is no longer ireqiiired. This seeins a very 
meagre cohc'esstori to the^ modern spirit, but, 
according to reports, the,.Qhange has worked 
marvels in a few months. The marriage rate 
is on the upturn to. the tune of 8,ooo "more 
marriages in the half-year than for the corres- 
ponding period the year before. The good 
Abbe attempted a still greater reform, but he 
'was unsuccessful, He wished in imitation of 
the refprm in; . B.^|g^^ll^j ; :,to;'^^ 
within the limits bf the common ■law— that is 
to say,' to enable the person who had obtained 
his majority to contract it without the inter- 
vention of his parents. This, However; ■was 
too daring a proposition for the Chamber, and 
it stopped short at absolving the contracting 
parties' froi;! their parents' consent aft'er the 
age of thirty. — Tit-Bits. ' 




ERHAPS' some' Victoria people are' 
unaware fhat the firfet gold- coins 
struck off in British; North Arh- 
erica were- mintedyin New West- 
minster in • 'lS^i2i^#-Eriglish gold 
sovereigns were coined on the 
American continent for the first 
n 1908, when a limited number 
of these pieces were struck at the,..nfiwly 
opened Canadian mint at Ottawa. Permission 
to strikeythese coins, it is said, was given by 
the British authorities as a special privilege to 
mark the beginning of operations and extended 
only up to December 31, 1908, after -vvhich the 
mint was to confine itself to .making silver and 
bronze coins. 

Six ingots, containing between sixty and 
seventy ounces of gold, were sent to the Ot- 
tawa mint from the Reddick mine, in the Lar- 
der Lake district, and this was the metal used 
to make the Canadian sovereigns All arc 
marked with the letter C. The intrinsic value 
of each piecevis. $4.86, although specimens 
already have" bee\i sold for $25. 

It is the general impression that these are 
the only gold coins of any description ever 
struck in British North America, with the ex- 
ception of the gold two dollar pieces of New- 
foundland; but there was one other gold coin-, 
age about 'which little is known. 

In 1883 R. W. McLachlan of .Ottawa, a 
numismatic authority, while examining the 
coin collection of the Briti.sh Museum in Lon- 
don, came across two gold coins of the de- , 
nomination of $10 and $20 with whjqh,he,'.was 
entirely unacquainted, although tKe';;'ihscrip- 
tions-bprne by them 'indicated that they had 
been made for circulation in British Columbia: 
The gold pieces were similar in design. 
The twenty dollar piece bore on the obverse 
the device of a crown in the centre of a field 
with a small rosette at the bottom, while 
around the border was inscribed "Govern- 
ment of British -Columbia" On the reverse 
was a wreath of oak leaves, which enclosed, 
ill .three • line?, the inscription "20 Dollars 
1862," -with the word "Kuner" in minute let- 
ters underneath the wreath. 

Mr. McLachlan had never heard of such 
coins before, and upon his return he wrote to 
the Provincial Secretary of British Columbia 
for information. Secretary John Robson sup- 
plied tjie information that the coins were 
struck at New Westminster, B. C, in 1862, at 
the instancy ofn;Genieral Gossitt, who at that 
time' wa^ treasurer' oF' the colony. ■ 

Treasurer Gossitt " hid an ambition to 
strike gold coins when -the gold fever was at 
its height_in the province^in 1862. He was a' 
numismatist, and finally through his efforts a 
small mint was established in connection with 
the assay office. Befor^, the mint was com- 
pleted it was discovered that the colony had 
no authority to coin money and that there was 
a heavy penalty for doing so, it being a prero- 
gative of the Crown. i)|ptwithstauding the 
fact Treasurer Gossitt deitermiried to have 
sample coins made anyway, and in opposition 
to the Governor's wishes brought the mint to 
completion. According to Secretary Robson 
only two of these gold coins were struck, "and 
r well remember meeting him XGos.sitt) after 



h& had.iachieved his object/' wrote. Mr.- Rob- 
son. "He had the coins in his hand,' jingling 
and admiring them, as a child would a new 
and very attractive, toy.'? • 

In 1883 the bulk of the 'c'oining niachiri^ry.f '' 
was still lying idle and rusting in the old/mint 
building, whch afterward was converted into 
a public library and reading room The two 
coins in the British Museum were presented 
to that institution by F. Seymou.r, who was 
governor of British Columbia in 1864. - . 

There are at least two other' specimctis of 
the coins...?truck,|for the ten , and tvventy ' dol- 
lar pieces of this issue in gold brought a large 
sum at the Murdock sale, held some ' years 
ago in London. These probably, were .; the - 
specimens brought back to- England by Gen. 
Gossitt. . . - ■'' 

Mr. McLachlan said in an article written 
in 1883 for the Canadian Antiquarian, and -Nu- 
mismatic Jou.rnal that from the name of the 
engraver and from the general likeness to the 
German cpinage he concluded that the dies 
had been prepared^ih Germany. As a matter 
of fact, the dies jwerc prepared in San Fran- 
cisco, ■which./ information has only recently 
come to light. 

The commission . for the execution; 'ofj'the 
dies was , placed with Albert Kunei-i of ■'Sah 
Francisco, who"* for many yean, up to the 
time of his 'death in 1906, was the leading en- 
graver on the Pacific coast. In addition to 
engraving the dies for nearly all the medals 
that were, produced in . that part of the coun- 
try for half a century, he designed and en- „• 
graved the dies of a majority pf the gold, coins 
that were issued " during the.. pioneer gold 
days of California, 1849-1055. j ' . 

Upon cornpleting the dies and before turn- 
ing them over to Mr. Gossitt, se-veral trial 
pieces ' in silver were struck by Mr. Kuner 
upon a "coinage press owned by the jewelry 
firm of Lemme Bros, of San Francisco. As 
Mr. Kuner originall}' came from Bavaria, and 
as the coinage press was imported from Ger-^ 
many, Mr. McLachlan's theory was not s'6 far' 
wrong. , . 

The town of New Westminster, however; 
can lay claim Lo t)ie honor of being the first 
in the Doininion to have a mint and to strike 
gold coins, as the first -gold pieces to be issued 
by , the independent colony of Newfoundland , 
did not make their appearance until 1865; ;

Tho engineer swung down frQm..tho;.;cab,';! joined 
the conductor, and together they took the path; across 
the field toward the town. 

George Kent, a stalwart, ninctoon-year-old fire- 
man employed on a shifting engine at tho terminal, 
was .■substituting on the locomotive of No. 13, north- 
bound day freight wiiit'h usually makes Alappa,,the 
homo of the enginoor and conductor, ab'out-.noon. 
Here It had tho u.sual orders to wait for No. -10, a 
pansf^nger train, also nortlibou-.d; after which they 
had a clear track on which to make a distant station. 

The freight, too long to take the siding, lay on 
the main lino north of the station. This would allow 
the passenger to run in and take tho switch. 

It was a cold u .otor day. The country was ma- 
jestic under tho heavy robes of snow-. The brake- 
men wore gathered over their dinner-pails in the 
caboose.

' quered career - before finally, if 
ever, receiving the Royal assent, 
still their initial vicisitudes vary somewhat. 
They may be classified as public bills, private 
bills and money bills. 

The, first, whether in, the hands of the gov- 
ernment or^aipi'iyatftj'^^^ are introduced 
in the same ' wa>(; *'' The' lib in 
charge df the rneasure asks leave of the 
House to introduce it. This .is , a matter of 
form and is invariably granted, for, so far, not 
even the Socialists have commenced ob- 
struction . S9 early in the proceedings. 
Next the bill is read a first time, 
also a formal proceeding. ' The next 
-step is the second, reading, and here the 
trouble begins- and the bill often ends. On 
, second reading, the House passes upon the 
■principle supposed to underlie 'the would-bc 
statute, the details being left for committee 
stage. 

Once the second reading is reached, the 
career of the different kinds of bills are very ' 
similar, so the troubles of the private bills in 
their earlier history may now be enquired 
into. Private bills are introduced by petition 
presented by^some member, and are, as a mat- 
ter o£ course, referred to the committee on 
standing orders and private bills. It is not as 
easy as it sounds to introduce a private bill. 
There are many formalities to be complied 
with. Such bills are nearly all applications" for 
some sort of charter gn the part of corpora- 
tions, and they have to advertise their inten- 
tions for a stipulated time in the Gazette, and 
also in the paper published in the district 
where the enterprise is to be carried on. This 
advertisement has to be put in by a stated 
date, and is supposed to correspond with the 
petition, and both, are intended to state con- 
cisely the inteqt of the legislation asked' for. 

There is quite an art in drawing up these 



advertiiements and petitions, and most of 
them ; are yetT^^opnc^e^ indee^^^ science of 
this Itind of; -drafting^iTOn^iiSts^i^ 
the ac'vertisemeht that the ordinary person on 
reading it will not have the faintest' idea 
what . s wanted, and yet to so draw it" that 
when vhe committee compare it with the bill 
before ;;hern, they will be obliged to admit that 
the objects of the bill are set forth. Thus the 
bill acti as a key to the riddle, and there are 
several/iindiyiduals; in British Columba qute^ i 
adept" at this, art.- ; • rf 

The first interview with the committee on 
standing orders is often a serious one for the 
bill, or rather for its promoters. This stage is 
at the beginning of the session when the com- 
miLi.ee is fresh and zealous. The least depar- 
ture from , the standing orders is eagerly 
seized upon, and the promoters promptly 
, mulcted in double;; fees.; A bill is- hardly- ever 
rejected at thiS'stagei'but those ' in charge' of 
it often have to pay handsomely for mistakes 
in advertising and procedure generally. 

Finally the bill is reported back to the 
House, and, when the fees have been paid lo 
the clerk, it gets a first reading, and is referred 
back to the appropriate committee. This is 
either the private bills committee or the rail- 
way committee, the last named considering 
the merits of all applications for railroad char- 
ters. This is where most of the liills have 
trouble, and where the real work of legislating 
is done. Those promoting the bill, or their 
parliamentary agent, usually a lawyer chosen 
for his astuteness and for being politically^ on 
the side of the dominant party in the House, 
appear before the committee in support of the 
bill. 'Here also appear the objectors to the 
bill. They have similarly to ^fiIe a' petition 
against the bill and are then allowed to ap- 
pear either personally or by counsel. 

Frequently the sessions before the private 
bills or the railway committee are quite inter- 
estinnr, and noteworthy and candid explana- 
tions of the motives of the other side are free- 
ly laid before the members by the opposing 



counsel. It sometimes hapens that the most 
- innocent . looking bill comes to an untimely 
end iri this way Occasionally the .committees^ 
takes sides, but as a generai'ryjeithe bills ar^ 
discussed and considered boM'l'cariifuIly and 
impartially, without reference to party lines. 
Every once in a while a member will evince 
an unusual interest in a bill and almost open- 
ly work to get it through. This is rare, and 
when it happens the honorable member on the 
ri next-^occasion ,is generally found ,;lpud- in sup- 
: port; of: the rights of the "dea:r pe?ople;">aind so 
squares/himself with his constituehts. The 
press is admitted while arguments before the 
committee are gbing on, and sometimes full 
reports are published. Generally speaking, 
much less space is given to committee work 
than to the proceedings of the House, with 
the result that it has been noticed that some 
f }ne^b(?rs v^riefefc^ their obj ections ,un- 

tir the .biUfm^ House. On such oc- 

casions people have been known to be unkind 
enough to suggest tliat eloquent arguments 
' on the floor of the House attract more atten- 
tion, and so are better electioneering material 
than representations more quietly made in 
committee. 

' Once , the bill has got through committee, 
it, or wliat is leftf of it, is reported y to- -Jthe 
House, and code's oh for- second reading ih 
due course. Sometimes this is perfunctory, as 
the House takes it for granted that the com- 
mittee has gone thoroughly into the matter 
and eliminated any provisions dangerous to 
the public weal. It not infrequently hap- 
pens, however, that the oponents of the bill, 
defeated in committee, transfer their efforts to 
the floor of the House, and then a battle 
royal is in order. A report from a corhmit- 
tee rejecting a bill on principle — "That the 
preamble is not proved" is the recognized for- 
mula — is nearly always adopted, and the bill is 
almost always dropped for the session. 

In public and private bills alike, the main 
principle of the bill is discussed, on the sec- 
ond reading with the Speaker in the chair.

The comniittee 'dverj the bill, is : nearly 
through its troubles.

But in the case of highly contentious bills, 
when every ;2xpcdient is used to delay its prog- 

■ ress and compass its defeat, there may be an- 
other debate on the acceptance of the report. 
Similarly on the third reading); debates are^^^ 
order, though little opposition*^. 'is/maW 
except in, exceptional circumstaiicev a^^^ 
bill reaches third reading it is urfdier'all'ordiii- 
ary circumstances bound to pass. 

The third reading over, the Speaker cries, 
"Shall the preamble pass?" and next, "Shall 
the bill pass?" This ends the bill so far as 
the House is concerned. All that remains is 
the assent of the' Crown given by the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor. This is only withheld in rare 
cases, though it.j'^ometimes happens. X'lf the 
Royal assfcnt is- given; the bill become^ la\«;, 
though eyenljthen there is still one more 
chance of:%''sli cup and lip. The 

Dominion government can disallow the legis- 
lation any time within a year of the act be- 
coming law. This is done by Dominion order- 
in-council, a recent example of which was the 
disallowance of the Natal Act of the last ses- 
sion. 

A money bill differs from the foregoing in

Generally spieaking, a bill can''^6nly'be ad- 
vanced one stage at each sitting of the 
House, but it can be put through all the 
stages provided no one objects. This rule 
recalls an incident which occurred a fcAv years 
ago on the last day of the se,3sion. The then 
member for Grand Forks, now a Victoria busi- 
ness man, had charge of an important private 
bill which had; been presented very late in 
the game, so late that on the last day df the 
.session it had not advanced beyond the sec- 
ond reading. He wished to put it *hrough 
the last day, and a canvass of the members of 
the Housf^ scemeck to show that there was 
no' objection. Unfortunately he reckoned 
without the member for Ymir, since pronioted 
to be a government agent.,. The last named 
legislator rose in his,,plac;e|j,i^p;'make;;his first 
and' last speech of the ^eksion.' ' ' ' ' 
"I object." V 
That was all that was necessary. The 
bill could not be further proceeded with that 
day, and that evening the House was pro- 
rogued. The bill died and has been fprgot-

HE following speech by Dr. Breck 
before the Tourist Committee_of the 
Board of Trade of Halifax,'" Nova 
Scotia, should be. read and the lesson 
appreciated by, every business man, 
politician and sportsman in the 
province. 

-Dr. Breek said: It is very difficult to talk 
about hunting and fishing from the standpoint 
of pure business. So many look at if as a 
pastime only, and one that can be indulged 
only by the rich or those living near the 
woods. What expression is more common 
than, "O, I don't care anything about, sport ; 
never. had a fishing rod in my hand,",etcv But 
how many mine-owners ever had a pick in 
their hands or how many deep-sea fish oper- 
ators ever handled a line or trimmed a sail? 
It is hard to forget the sentimental side of 
sport. But this is just what I want you to do 
now. Nobody on earth appreciates the other 
side better than I — the beauty of the woods, 
the excitement, the health-giving outing, and 
all that. I could,. if'T were speaking before an 
anglers or hunters' club, indulge in ecstacies 
as dithyrambic as any poet's, but here and 
now I want you to regard me solely as you 
■would the agent for any new industry that I 
feel will/ help enrich our province. If there 
is anything that has been dinned into my ears 
since I came to Nova Scotia, and it is the bur- 
den of every speaker from Earl Grey down, it 
.is that this province is a really rich but un- 
cleveloped country. ' 

^iviiiNpw I stand here to call ypur;attention to 
• an 'industry which has never been developed 
to any extent, but in which I am convinced 
there are riches for us, if taken up and man- 
aged purely as a business proposition. I mean 
' the exploitation of our game and inland fish- 
eries, which is, of course, mainly a part of the 
tourist industry. It is no new idea, but one 
that, has certainly not been appraised at any- 
thing near its pr tper value. 

'VN'^e are met here by the first objection, 
which comes mostly from a certain class of 
short-sighted sportsmen, who say "Our game 
and fish for ourselves!"., 

This -would be a legitimate cry if by selling 
our goods to foreigners we lessened the sup- 
ply of our own'' people. But I sliall try to 
show you that this is far from being the case. 
The truth is the exact opposite. This old 
cry is as silly as if a cloth manufacturer or 
an apple grower should say, "Our products 
for ourselves !" That would be a fine business 
man indeed! On the contrary, a modern na- 
tion's cpmmercial status is pretty nearly meas- 
ured by the amounts of its exports. 
' On' this side of the Atlantic we nearly all 
believe in protection. Well, we., protect , our- ■ 
game and fish by a tariff just as our other.'" 
products, only instead of a tax we impose a 
license. But this is the best of all taxes for 
us, for the reason that the foreigner pays not 
only it, but comqs among us and spends many 
times as much while he is here. 

The appreciation of the commercial side 
has been a graclual : development with me. 
Residing at, South: Milford for some years 
past, I saw the great sporting advent. I long ■ 
not'^d the splendid climate, but wondered at 
the impossibility of using such vast tracts of 
country that only the lumberman and the 



sheep-raiser could ever hope to make any- 
thing of, ; The growth of sqmmer hotels in' 
the Adirondacks, etc., has solved that prob- 
lem. Then for the reasons for the importance 
of the sporting side of the tourist question: 

"Trade follows the sportsman." The 
sportsn>an pays for the protection of. the game. 
The manager of the Bangor and Aroostook 
railway wrote: "I do not think it an exag- 
geration to say that of half the passenger 
train mileage a good part of each year in the 
state of Maine is made possible only by the 
patronage of the visiting .sportsmen and 
pleasure-seekers." 

Just a glance backward at the story of 
game protection, a look at tiiC actual situation 
now, and a hint at our future policy. 

It is an axiom that, without enforced law, 
game speedily disappears, and also fish, though 
less quickly, being more numerous. 

For many years the carrying out of the 
provisions of-the Game Act.was in the hands 
of the^old Game Society, to "which we mtist 
ever be very grateful, for it stood between our 
game and its extermination. If it had not 
stopped the hounding'-of moose there would • 
not now be any left. For a time the moose 
increased, so that they are fairly plentiful in 
districts where they were not known before. 
But other elements were at work. In the old 
days hunting was-mo.stly confined to those 
who had good hounds and to Indian callers, 
but the number of hunters increased largely, 
the arts of still-hunting and calling were 
learned from the Indians, and the deadly re- 
peating rifle made its appearance. . 

The apparatus of the Game Society for 
the protection of the game did not increase 
with the growtlf of sport, and the game again 
began to disappear. Serious complaints were 
heard from many parts of the proyincc, and a 
couple of years ago the government took the 
execution of the Game Act out of the hands 
of the Game Society, and placed it in those of 
a Game Commission. This was largely the 
work of the new People's G. & F. P. Associa- 
tion, a flourishing organization with branches, 
all over the prcince, which has no admin- 
istrative power, but a good deal of influence. 

Now for the actual present situation, in 
other words, our stock in trade. Moose are 
barely holding their own. The balance' of 'the 
testimony is ''onvivthev-Pthe^^^ Commis- 
sioner Knight does 'all' Ke cani but simply has 
no money to pay men to patrol the woocls, 
which, as any woodman knows, is the only 
method to prevent violation of the act. 
Stories of moose killed out of season by poach- 
ers, lumberjacks and others, and of snaring, 
come' Srpm all directions. As for our once 
fat^iqqs •salmon streams, the situation is scaii- 
dalotis.,' Trout?, God has--AStpcked our 
'stre;ims, but we have taken '^no'-^teps to pre- 
serve our heritage. 

We have played fast and loose with the 
wealth that the Almighty has bestowed upon 
us in such prodigality, and we are still doing 
so; but in spite of ail our trout fishing is about 
the best in the world, we still have plenty of 
salmon, and nearly every noii-residerit who 
goes* out with a good guide gq,tSj,:ihi|,;.^fiiqose',^ 
But, I ask you to contemplate fpt '^ rnplneht^ 
the value of this province as a sporting asset 
if we should treat this whole important ques- 
tion as a cold business proposition. 



We are in the pp^^ition of a couple of bro- 
tlftrs';.who: ;o,w^^^

deirstands growing ajjpres nor does he hire 
experts to teach hirii; " The small boys of the 
neighborhood plunder him to their hearts' 
content, and, while -.he has still a lot of fine 
apples to sell, and there are thousands ach- 
ing to buy them, he takes little or no trouble 
to seek . out these would-be customers and 
exchange his apples for ia lot of their good 
money. •'^'-But' the other hfdther tdm^s along, 
sees how badly the orchard is being run, and 
expostulates. But his brother objects that he 
has nq money to go to any such expense, and 
he wants his apples for his own use. He is 
made to sec that putting some capital into the 
business by selling at a high price he Vv^ill have 
all the money he need to improve and increase 
his stock, and that he will also have more and 
better , apples for hii-nself. Do you see the 
analogy ? 

When a new business is started the owners, 
if they arje.,wise,;,study the\ methods of some 
similanr ifistituubn that has notoriously made 
a great success in the, same line. Such an in- 
stitution for our purposes is the state of Maine, 
which is only about one-third larger than 
Nova Scotia, and by no means more favored 
by Nature so far as fish and game are con- 
cerned, and wc have moose where she has 
deer plus a very few moose. But do you 
know how much it is estimated that Maine 
receives , every year as indirect revenue from 
non-resident sportsmen? Anywhere from 
$15,000,000 to $25,000,000! Let us split the 
difference and say ,f52D,ooo,ooo. Maine charges 
a big-game fee of $15, half '"as much as we 
do', and nothing for fisliing, but her direct in- 
come from licenses alone is nevertheless over 
$30,000 a year. As for the indirect income, 
many- ; short-sigt\tedj:p^^ whose grounding 
in the' laws: of economy will say, "Oh, 

that's all , very , nice for guides, but it doesn't • 
help us !" , , , , , V 

But what is the fact?- From the very mo- 
ment a man in Boston puts his hand into his 
pocket to buy his ticket for Yarmouth or Hali- 
fax he begins to add to the revenues of Nova' 
Scotia, and he continues to contribute to our 
coffers at every step he takes on our soil. Now 
does all this money go to the guide ? Of 
course not, , . '!r .-i-' 

Warden Jcnner, now departed, but still 
helping us by his magnificent example, said 
that, at a conservative estimate, every sport.s- 
man who cuirie here spent at least $200 on an 
average, but this is too small; it will lie nearer 
three hundred. ; Maitic has been at this job 
in a businesslike way for many years, and 
"this year's report 0/ her Game and Fish Com- 
mission says, . speaking of money expended 
.on fish hatcheries: "For every dollar spent 
on trout hatcheries, the state has received 
three hundred !" 'i'hat seems a pretty good 
proppsition. And nobody ever heard a 
state of Maine man complain that catering 
to .jtipn^resi^^ntS; Jbiis^^ his own fishing

j:';\'N6vf, how is it,jn c^ur.feister province, New 
Brunswick? just thie^ame, though in a less 
degree, for they have Jieen a .shorter time at 
the game.

^ now it is .$35,000, or $15,000 outside of direct 
income. She receives directly from licenses 
about $33,090 a year, and from this you may 
make a guess at her indirect revenue from 
sport. In 1905 it was $20,1x^0; in 1908,. 
$35.o<X). This increase was the result of ..ad- .; 
vertising, - ■. ■• ' ' ' t f 

On our area, as compared with these two ' 
States, we should now be enjoying at least ten 
or twelve millions of revenue, besides having 
better sport for ourselves. No"f, why is this 
■unfortunately by no means the case? And 
why have our neighbors so prospered? 

Simply because of hck of appreciation, and 
the failure to see that our st)orting asset must 
be trcfated as any big business enterprise is. - 
. Ayhj^fc does^l^aine do ? ' 

In '•' the 'f irstiplace, she grants no mohdp^oli^sf 
of fishing or hunting rights on uncultivated 
lands. 

She employes over ipo wardens, many of ' 
them salaried and some receiving as high as 
.$1,400 a year. There are over 2,000 guides, 
paying $r a year for registration. She maui- 
tains eight first-class fish-hatcheries under 
trained superintendents, and has just appro- 
priated the money for still another. She has 
a Game, Fish and Forcst-Gomrnission of three 
gentlemeh, all experts, one^to'l^^^ game, 
one fish, and the third forestsj. arid these men 
are' highly salaried, for they give"a;lFtheir time^ 
to their tasks, and do not regard theih as' side-* 
issues, as with us. 

Maine this year has voted $47,500 out of 
the public treasury for fish and game interests, 
besides $2,000 for an additional hatchery. 
Deducting the .$30,000 received for licenses, we 
have over $17,000, put into the business to 
keep up the plant, as it were, and Maine con- 
siders this a pretty good proposition, inasmuch 
as she receives in -return so many million^ of 
indirect revenue. Can there be any qucstioti- ' 
that she is right? ^- , 

And tlow'fdf;Isioya Scotia. What do we 
do in this line? We spend yearly on game 
protection sorriething like '$2,500, nearly .$2,000 
of which comes as licenses and fines, so that 
we acctually put our hands in our own pockets 
for about $500 or $600. This means that every 
man, woman and child in this fair province 
sacrificcr7 for this great national enterprise the 
enonndus^sum of 1.200 of one cent apiece! 

Geritl«ni?.n, such prodigality is appalling! 

Now, gentlemen, one final consideration. 

It is not enough , to have a fine plant and 
to turn out e-wen the best of goods. We 
must bring them to the notice of the buyers,' 
' Maine, Newfoundland, New Brunswick, 
Qup.bec and other states and provinces are 
aliVe to the efficacy of advertising. It is 
certainly one of the commonplaces of business 
today that advertising is a prime necessity. 
These other places never fail to be -well re- 
presented at every sportsmen's show ; they 
haVe-thfir sporti^gl;!!.^!^ ^'■or■•ed un n 

the newspapers^arid / magazines ; theit^ ^hief 
railways and steamshjp lines . get,.,^put firje _ 
parnphets d^vpted to sport alone. . 
? What do we want in this important line? 

The I.C.R. has issued a reallj-'s beautiful 
"Forest, Stream and Seashore" booklet, part 
of which treats of Nova Scotia. All honor 
to its enterprise. The D.A.R. devotes only a 



chapter to sport in its pretty ""Vacation Days," 
The Canadian Northern '-"ublishes a meaerc 
pamphlet the "Road to Sport," part of which 
is devoted to sport on our S. W. shore. ' 

Sport is barely touched upon in the many

it is a thousand pities, for we have th; goods 
and there are thousands eager to buy them iif 
we but place them in sight. All this is very, 
very little. 

We must advertise. And here it may, per- 
haps, be forgiven me if I mention the forth- 
coming "Sporting Guide" authorized by the 
I Matitime Board, pf Trade, which will appear in 
a few weeks, and Svhich I trust will be support- 
ed by all good Nova Scotians, and prove a 
source of revenue to our province, rlt is hot' 
a very elegant publication, and not by: .any 
means perfect, but its facts are true and 'as a 
first edition, I hope not so bad. 

In conclusion I feel that I have been play- 
ing rather the part of the "kicker," of the icon- 
oclast v/no pulls down, and you will perhaps 
ask of me what should be done to remedy 

"The obvious answer is that we,should imi- 
tate whatever, has been proved successful by 
our neighbors in other provinces. Our prov- 
incial government should administrate, this^ 
magnificent enterprise as a business proposi- 
tion, and the results will justify us a thousand- 
fold. The railway and steamship and hotel 
services must needs expand and improve, and 
the whole province will enormously benefit. 
We sportsmen are open to this suspicion of 
prejudice— It\ is xo you business men we look 
to convince our legislators, 
t -i [(.Whenever ,' any steps are taken to have 
change made in the Game Act, the legislators 
ariS' disposed to' treat the matter as a joke more 
than anything else, "Oh let us alone" is the 
frequent cry when amendments to it are 
sought, but' the fact must be impressed on 
them that the Game Laws are in a state of) 
flux like the budget and need revising every 
year. Whe|,i the legislators are educated to 
that view the cause of game protection, will be 
much advanced. >
